The Bad Conditions of Dairies in Illinois 

is to be Remedied Soon by Inspector 

Crawford and His Assisslants 



State-wide inspection of all the dairea 
in the state containing four or more 
cowfl is being made* by Dr. C. E." Craw- 
ford, chief inspector of the state board 
of health and his assistants. When this 
inspection is completed the;state board 
will have an original report on every 
dairy in the state and full information 
as to its sanitary conditon. 

This move wis started a short time 
ago after much consideration and plan- 
ning and within sixty days the first 
inspection will be completed, sufilcient 
men being in the field to cover the 
ground in the time. A follow-up 
system will be used, similar to that 
which is already in use in many of the 
cities in the state. Unsanitary condi- 
tions are reported and after a lapse of 
lime sufiicient to allow correction a 
second inspection will be made to deter- 
mine if the orders of the inspectors 
. have been carried out In case it is 
found that the same conditions exist 
and no effort has been made to improve 
the same the board has authority to 
put the dairymen out of business and 
forbid the sal.e.'of milk from that 
source. 
The inspection concerns itself with 
.,( the matter of sanitation, only, the 

\; cleanliness of the animals, the attend- 

ants, the stables, water supply and the 
care of cans, simply those things that 
have to do with the cleanliness of milk. 
As to butterfat and other constituents 
of the milk nothing is done. The aim 
is to secure clean pure milk as far as 
regulation of the the sorroundings will 
bring it 

It is believed the, death rate among 
children in Illinois will be reduced as a 
result of this campaign the matter of 
pure milk being a large factor in health. 
As far as the inspection has gone 
it has demonstrated that the work 
done in the past by the Chicago board 
of health has borne much fruit The 
dairies in the vicinity of Cook county 
are found in excellent condition but 
as soon as the inspection proceeds 
south of the northern third of the state 
conditions become worse and in some 
cases positively vUlianous. 

All reports are sent to the office of 
Dr, Crawford in Rockford where an 
abstract is made and retained the 
original report being sent to Spring- 
field for filing and for action. 

Various factors of cleanliness are 
outlined, wpter supply defined, care of 
the milk after milking, care of cans 
and conditions say as to health and dis- 
ease. 

The instructions say as to the tuber- 
culin test: 

*'Do not discuss the tuberculin test 
as this belongs to the live stock com- 
missioners. However, < If there are 
any indications of tuberculosis ro state 
in your report" 

Dr. Crawford was . summoned to 
Springfield a short time ago to outline 
his ideas as to how to proceed and gave 
the board his plan. It was adopted 
and he was given free rein as to meth- 
ods. He has six inspectors at work 
and their progress has been such as to 
indicate they will have their work done 
in the sixty days allowed. ; 



PREDICTS CHANGE IN PLAK 

Chief Engineer of HiEhway Commission 
Predicts New Scheme 

Illinois' better roads movement in- 
augurated several years ago will re- 
sult within the next ten years in the 
establisbing of state hiKhways, accord- 
ing to A.. N. Johnson,' Chief engineer of 
the highway commission, a few days 
ago at Elgin, These roads will not 
only be built, but will be kept in repair 
by the state. 

While the roads in Illinois are much 
better than those in adjoining streets, 
there is still considerable room for im- 
provement Improvement of the roads 
Mr. Johnson says, has just lieen start- 
ed. At present the state has nine 
road building outfits, but this is not 
half enough. 

•There is only one way to secure 
better roads and that is to have the 
state set an^exomple," said Mr. John- 
son. Eastern states have taken up 
the better roads movement with the 
result that rural prosperity has doubled 
in value. Responsibility for good roads 
should be centralized. The state should 
have a general supervision of road build- 
ing. The idea of allowing highway 
commissioners in townships, who know 
nothing at all about road building, to 
try out their foolish schemes, is respon- 
sible for the existing conditions of many 
country roads. 

"Automobile owners, if they would 
only concentrate . their efforts, could 
secure the passage of a law establish- 
ing state highways. License money 
collected from autoists should be used 
on these state roads. The bill provid- 
ing for the accumulating of the auto 
tax is a good one if the money could be 
centralized and not divided among the 
counties.

One of the most destructive 'electric 
storms of the season visited this local- 
ity Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights of last week.

Probably the greatest damage occur- 
red when the large barn owned by 
Grant and David Murrie, one-half mile 
west of Russell was destroyed by fire 
as a result of being struck by lightning.

horse barn which adjoins was saved. 
The house was north of the barn and 
the east wind carried the flames in the 
other direction. 

Thursday evening about 10 o'clock 
the house on the old Bernard Yopp farm 
at Grass Lake was struck and some 
little damage was done. Windows were 
broken and a small blaze was started 
but fortunately was discovered in time 
to prevent a disastrous fire.

BLIND MAN MAKES 
CONTRIVANCE TO 

KILL QUACK GRASS 



Charles Matjowitz, a Kenosha blind 
man, living at the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, promises to have the undying grati- 
tude of the farmers of the country as 
he has just completed work on an in- 
vention which has for its purpose the 
eradication of quack grass from Wis- 
consin farms. The eradicator was giv- 
en its first test on a farm in the town 
of Someraon last Wednesday after- 
noon and it is claimed that it did per- 
fect work. The machine is made with 
a revolving set of teeth which are so 
arranged as to dig down into the ground 
and. pull out the roots of the "quack." 
This grass is one of the hardest pro- 
blems of the farmers In this section to 
deal with and at the present time many 
farms in the county are so over run 
with quack grass that it is almost im- 
possible to cultivate them. It is claim- 
ed that the invention of the Kenosha 
blind man will completely solve the 
problem and that it will leave the land 
ready for cultivation with the eradiqa- 
tion of the grass. The invention is a 
decidedly intricate piece of machinery 
and every pare of it was made by the 
blind inventor.

London. — ^The bouse of lords passed 
the veto bill by a vote of 131 to 114. 
Thus the creation ot new peers has 
been averted. The resolution to pay 
members of the house oC commons 
$2,000 annually for their services woa 
also carried by a vote of 26G to 159. 

After, days and days ot discussion, 
in which necessary business of tho 
government has been hopelessly side- 
tracked, Lord. Morley came out with 
the plain statement that unless tho 
bill as originally sent to tho lords 
was passed the king had signified 
his wIlIingnesB to create enough new 
peers to prevent the Liberals from be- 
ing hampered by a Tory majority in 
the house of lords. 

Morley read the statement slowly 
from a paper on which It was written 
and there was not a whisper in the 
bouse while he was speaking. The 
lords were up against a wall and. 
although few In the chamber at all 
relished tho measure the majority of 
them voted for It rather than accept 
the alternative which has been 'held 
before them over since their leaders 
declared they would veto the veto 
bill even as they hai the budget, 
tho cause of alj> their woes.

Concession of Ten Hour Day and In- 
creased Wages to Workers — Will 
Resume Jobs Monday. 

— The strike of dock- 
men, Ilghtmen, coal porters and car 
men. which for several days has 
Berioualy disturbed all business in 
London and resulted in a shortage of 
foodstuffs, coal, petrol and other ne- 
cessities, was ended with the sottlo- 
ment of the lighterers' dispute. 

The men were conceded a ten hour 
day, and an Increase of about twcnty- 
flve'per cent' In wages. It Is now ex- 
pected that all win return to work on 
Monday. 

Doctor Cook Is at Peary's Park: 
Columbus, Ind.- Whether or not 
Peary's Park, In this city, was named 
after the Intrepid explorer, Doctor 
Cook of north pole fame evidently felt 
no qualm about the coincidence, 
as he addressed a large crowd 
there.

.Washington.— Responsibility for the 
run on the Trust Company of America 
during the panic of 1907 was placed 
upon George W. Perkins and associ- 
ates by Oakley Thorne. 

It was In consequence of the ' run 
on the Trust Company of America that 
the steel trust absorbed Tennessee 
Coal and Iron. The allegation is that 
tho latter movement was necessary to 
save the trust company from going 
to the wall. 

According to Mr. Thorne, who testi- 
fied at the hearing of tho Stanley 
steel Investigating committee, it was 
through Mr, Perkins that a statement 
was given to a newspaper that the 
Trust Company of America was a 
"sore spot" In the panic situation, but 
that aid would be given it. 

Less than two hours before this 
statement Is alleged to have been 
made, Mr. Thome swore ho had told 
Mr. Perkins that the trust company 
was In good shape. Tho publication, 
Mr. Thorne said, started a run on his 
concern, which had to borrow $27,- 
500,000 to save itself. 

A council of all the great manufac- 
turers and financiers of tho nation 
will be called Into consultation with 
congress to find a way out of the trust 
problem, according to an announce- 
ment by Representative Littleton of 
New York before the inquiry. 

Mr. Littleton stated that a resolu- 
tion* would soon bo Introduced in con- 
gress providing for a thorough investi- 
gation of industrial affairs In the 
United States, 

His news followed a suggestion from 
George W. Perkins, director ot the 
steel trust, that a government com- 
mission which would focus the lime- 
light of publicity on the business af- 
fairs of great corporations would do 
much to eradicate present-day evils 
of trusts and preBer\'e their virtues. 

"I am advised," said Mr. Littleton, 
"that there Is to be a thorough Inquiry 
into all the commercial Ills of the na^ 
tlon, and. that a conference will bo 
called to determine the problem of how 
to deal with the industrial situation In 
America," 



Washington, — The deadlock be- 
tween the house and senate waa 
broken and the wool bill probably 
will be passed finally by both branchee 
of congress. 

The wool bill, as agreed upon, woi 
so amended as to require that the 
proposed law shall take effect October 
1 instead of January 1, as provided In 
tho senate and h»uEe measures. The 
conferees hope to have the report 
adopted in both houses and the bill 
quickly started on Us course to the 
White House, where tho president le 
expected to veto It 

Tho free list bill was under consid- 
eration for about flfteen minutes, but 
the conflict between the representa- 
tives of the two houses was so pro- 
nounced that It became necessary to 
postpone action. 

After fixing 29 per cent ad valorem 
AS tlic duty on raw wool and changing 
tho wool classification so as to con- 
form to tho language of tho house bill, 
tho agreement on other featuree be- 
came o matter of detail. 

The change of ciassiflcatlon has the 
effect of fixing a flat duty on all wools, 
and while it reduces the rates on or- 
dinary wools from 35 per cent., as pro- 
vided In the senate bill, and increases 
those of the house bill from 20 pei 
cent.. It also Increases the rates on 
carpet wools from 10 per cent., as pro- 
vided In the senate bill, to tho 29 pei 
cent, fixed by the conferees. 

In most respects the duties on the 
manufactures of wool were Increased 
over the rates of the house bill and 
reduced below thoso of the senate bill, 
so as to make them correspond with 
tho raw wool rate; but In some In- 
stances they were made higher than 
those of either measure.

In the course 
of a regular nine Inning contest he is 
called upon to render between 375 and 400 
decisions. Bather remarkable figures. Con- 
slderlng his arduous duties, It Is not to be 
wondered at If he. errs. Indeed^ It Is remark- 
able that tho Judges of play do not siiP "P 
more frequently. Here Is a IHtlo data that 
is mighty interesting.' Posfllbly a porusal of 
It may cause the umpire to receive more fa- 
vorablo consideration. 

In a nine Inning game on an average of 
35 men on each team wlllfaco tho pitcher, 
making 70 men in all who step to the plate 
In an attempt to outguess the twlrler. Thus 
the umpire is called upon to pass Judgment on 
three score^ nnd ton batters. 

It has been estimated that the umpire makes 
four decisions on each man. In these mod- 
ern days of baaehall "groove" pltphers aro 
' mighty scarce. The pitcher Is constantly try- 
ing to make the batter hit at bad balls on tho 
outsldo and Inside, whllo tho batter la trying 
to make the twlrler get tliem over. Conao- 
■ quontly tho gamo resolves Itself into a con- 
tinual battle of wits botweon tho pitcher and 

batter. ^^ % n 

Should tho batter strike out on three balls., 
it would require throo decisions. If the bat- 
ter works tho pitcher for a pass to flrat on four 
balls n requires that many decisions. Often 
the count before tho batter Is finally retired or 
reaches first Is one strike and three balls, 
two balls and two strikes, two strikes and 
three ballfl, throe balls and three strlkos, four 
balls and two atrlkefl or any of the many other 
combinations that may arise. Thus it would 



decisions to render on 
baUs In the Immediate neighborhood of the 
foul lino during the ordinary game' Is a con- 
servative estimate. The decisions aro often 
a matter of Inches, and many times change 
tho entire complexion of the game. 

Of course, in n full nine Inning game. 54 
men must ho retired before It Is completed. 
If tho home team happens to have made more 
nina In eight innings than tho visitors In nine, 
thoy will refuse tho last halt of the ninth, mak- 
ing It necessary to retire only 51 men In or- 
der to completo the game. A decision is neces- 
sary on every one made, although frequently it 
is evident to every one that the man Is re- 
tired as. on a fly hall or when a man taUoa a 
healthy swing for the third strike. Such de- 
cisions aro more a mere matter of form 
than anything else. On the other hand. 
theer are perhaps 20 plays that como up In a 
gamo whore tho umpire rules tho player Is 
safe on a very close decision. 

A resume would show 280 decisions on 
balls nnd atrlkea, 20 decisions on fair nnd foul 
^hlts, 54 rulings on outs and somewhere near 
20 plays In which the runner gets tho henoflt 
of the doubt, and Is called safe, making 374 
rulings an umpire Is called upon to make 
during a nine Inning contest.. 

It la easy to alt in tho grandstand or 
bleachers, surrounded by a 16t of friends 
who see things Just as you do, and umpire 
tho game, when you aro not busy munching 
peanuts. It la entirely different on tho 
ball field, however, where you are a stranger 
In a strange land, with a hostile crowd evor 
ready to criticise and 18 active ball players and 
as many substitutos, together with two foxy 
managers, trying, their level best to outwit 

you. 

I happened to havo an oft day In Clove- 
land last year, and I decided to journey out 
to the ball park and.cMl on my brother um- 
pires, "Bull" Perrlne and Bill Dlnneen had 
been' assigned to the gamo. After making 
them a friendly visit I told them I Intended talc- 
ing a seat In tho grandstand to look them over. 
Thoy laughingly assented and informed me that 
thoy would give their best porCormanco of the 

season. ,^ , 

Bill Dlnneen. tho former star pitcher, 
worked the bases, and it seemed as If every 
decision was close. Philadelphia was the 
opposing team that afternoon, nnd despite 
the closeness of many of the plays there was 
scarcely a kick from any of the players. 
Cleveland was losing, however, and the tans

The/o are any number of points' that the 
fans should take into consideration when 
thoy see tho umpire declare a man out who 
seems to them to be safe beyond a reasonable 
doubt. Four of them I havo already re- 
ferred to; failure to touch the bag. due to be- 
ing drawn oft by a high, low or wild throw; 
dropping of the ball after having touched the 
base runner, duo to the force of the collision; 
sliding of the base runner Into tho foot of the 
Infielder, Instead of the bag and the oversUd- 
Ing of tho bag after having reached It In 

8f*f*2ty. . ^ .,. ,. 

Tho fallaway sUdo Is another point that 
causes all kinds of trouble for the umpires. 
This slide Is used by most of the leading 
base runners, and consists of going straight 
for tho bag until within a short distance of 
It, then falling away, so to speak, by throwing 
the body either towards tho Infleld or outfield 
as best suits tho occasion, and hooking one 
foot under the bag. This slide makes It very 
hard for an Infielder to put tho ball on the 
nmner. as It gives him only tho solo of the 
shoo, or as tho players express It, only, the 
spikes to touch. 

The hoacball fans, however, may ho consider- 
ed pretty fair creatures, and each year thoy aro 
getting more fair-minded. 1 havo uotlcdd a 
vast Improvement In each of tho five years I 
have umpired in the major leagues. ■ I attrib- 
ute tho improvement to tho fact that tho um- 
pires are being backed up in their declslona. 
and tho attitude of tho sporting wrltors.

^The secretary of etate, tlio Hon. Phi- 
lander Knox, has sent out to tho dlplo^ 
matlc and consular rcprcsenta tires of 
tho United States In foreign countries 
a circular letter informing tliem that 
an International brewers* congrees will 
bo held In Chicago.

Tho circular further contains the In- 
formation that there will also bo held 
nt the some time and place an Interna- 
llonnl prize exhibition for barley and 
hops. 

The secretary of agriculture In the 
TJnlted States, tlio Hou. Jnmos Wilson, 
is tho honorary president of tho Inter- 
national brewers' congress. 

The United States department of ag- 
rlcuUuro la preparing an exhibit by 
whlcTi tho United States government 
^vili bo represented at the International 
prize exhibition for barley and hops. 
The department will show what has 
been done by eeveral of Its experts 
who bavo been for some years devot- 
ing their time to tho improvement of 
these crops.

Value Reckoned on Basis of 
Hop-Bitter Acids and Aroma. 



The following standards have been 
adopted by the committee on awards 
for hops entered at the grand Inter- 
national bnrley and bop prizo exhibi- 
tion at Chicago, Oct 12 to 22, 1011: 

All bops will be valued under one 
standard, Irrespectlvo of geographical 
origin, on the basis of their hop-blttcr 
acids and -aroma. 20 per cent of bop- 
bittcr aclda and exquisite aroma re- 
ceiving 50 points each, penalties being 
provided for excessive amount of (1) 
seeds, (2) leaves and stems' (poor pick-

Ing). (3) moisture and dryness (poor 
ktlu dryiug). (4) sulphuring, (Q) dam- 
age by wind, mold and Insects (0) off 
color nnd appearance. 

Standard bops tihould range from 100 
to DO points, the relative merit or value 
of tho specimen being expressed In the 
percentage of points It receives. 

For cvciy per cent of hop-blttcr acids 
below 20 nnd down to 15. Inclusive, ouo 
point la deducted: for every per cent 
below 15 and down to 10 two points 
nro deducted; for every percent below 
10 and down to 8 three points nro de- 
ducted; for 1 per cent below 8 four 
points nro deducted. 

The scale of quality ns to aroma will 
range from exquisite with fifty points, 
to Inferior with Iwenty-flve points, the 
grades being; Exquisite, 50; very 
good, 40; good, 35; fair, 30; Inferior, 25, 

Contents of leaves ond stems and 
seeds will be penalized one point for 
each per cent; molaturo 1 per cent 
for each per cent above 10, up to 1-1; 
dryness two points for each per cent 
below 8 and down to Inclusive, as 
Indicated In schedule. 

Hops will be dlaquallflcd if they con- 
tain: (1) Less than 7 per cent of soft 
resins or bop-bltter acids. <2) more 
than 14 per cent of seeds (3) more 
than 12 per cent of leaves and stems, 
(4) more than 15 or less than per 
cent of moisture, (C) If strongly sul- 
phured (heavy reaction In Ave min- 
utes), (C) If heavily damaged by mold 
or insects, (7) If strongly discolored 
or strongly off In appearance^ (8) if 
ubnormal In odor, dlsogreeablc, cheesy 
or rank.

Best Are Raised In Bohemia, 
Bavafia and Parts of England, 



According to the prevailing opinions, 
which, according to some American 
growers, are mere prejudices, tho best 
hops are raised In Bohemia, Bavaria 
and some parts of England, notably 
Kent Most American browera as 
well as their European "brothers value 
hops largely by their appearance and 
their aroma. This matter is being 
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thrashed out thoroughly In connection 
with tho barley nnd hop cxiilbitlon 
'Which will be held In Chicago Oct. 
12-22. As In the case of other aromat- 
ic plants, the sources of the aroma are 
not well uuderatood. Aroma naually 
depends upon such minute, particle* 
of substance that even the delicate re- 
actions in the chemical laboratory ara 
frequently Inndequate to discover 
them. The high prices which are paid, 
for Instance, for certain wines are 
based upon their flavor or aroma, and 
yet this flavor or aroma cannot bo 
dUcovered by chemical analysis. It 
Is not surprising, therefore, that the 
substances which contain tho flavor 
or aroma of hops have never been as- 
certained with certainty. There Is a 
theory that they are closely aasocl- 
ated with tho soft resins contained In 
the Inpulln, or the hop flour, which U 
found iHitween the bracts of tho cone 
and which Is really tho essential part 
of the hop plant. 

■As for the color of the hops, various 
preferences prevail, some prcforrlnar 
the varieties which are entirely green,, 
while others think the yellowish green 
is preferable. In this country the yel- 
lowish kinds are usually preferred, 
while In Germany tho green ones have 
llie call. 

Inasmuch ns tho brewing value of 
hops depends largely upon the lupulln- 
1c add nnd tiiosoft resins and the 
American hopa are unusually rich In 
Boft resins, American hop growers 
need have no fear of entering tho prize 
competition at Chicago under tho rules 
which have been adopted for the jury 
which is to judge the hops.

TWO WOOD ENGRAVERS LEFT 



Their Art Was Swamped by Photo-Me- 
chanical Process, but May 
Be Revived. 

The possibility of a revival of the 
art of wood engraving Is an ever-recur- 
ring subject of diBCUBBlon. It will be 
found to lie in painter-engraving, that 
Is original eflort, rather than In the 
reproductive art In which so consum- 
mate an achievement was attained In 
our days. 

Iq the last quarter of the ninotocnth 
century the United States witnessed a 
development of reproductive wood en- 
graving carries to what was apparent- 
ly/the limit of lu pOBsIbliaies In the 
suggestion of tones and textures. Tlio 
glorious period of success was as re- 
markable in its products as It was 
short In duration. The photo-mQchauI- 
cal process, particularly the now ubi- 
quitous half-tone, swept all before 
them, and only two noteworthy mem* 
bers of the group of men who made 
American wood engraving famous — 
Cole and Wolf— are today still regu- 
larly practicing the art. 

The decay o fwood engraving has 
been deplored In print and speech 
not a few times, and not Infrequently 
In apparent forgetfulnesB of the fact 
that not only will necessity Insure the 
survival of- that which fits Its case, 
but in this case the revival Is already 
with UB. But the art has arisen In a 
new form, or rather there Is q renais- 
sance of an old form. It Is an open 
question whether there will ever again 
be a general use of wood engraving 
for the purpose- of reproducing paint- 
ings or drawings or photographs. But 
there is no doubt that an Increasing 
number- of artists havo been turning 
to the wood block, as they havo to 
etching or lithography, as a means of 
original, direct expression. Palnter- 
wopd-engraving. Is coming to Its 
own. 

In this country, the desire for orig- 
inal work first took the^ form of en- 
graving direct from nature by some of 
the men who had helped to bring ro- 
producilve wood engraving to Ita high 
Btate of development. Elbrldge Kings- 
ley, W, B. Closson, the late Victor 
Hernstrom, Henry Wolf and Frank 
French, long known as discerning In- 
terpreters of the designs and paintings 
of others, felt the Impulse of original 
creation and brought to Us service 
their long training and artistic tcnv 
pernment — Weltenkampf in Scrlb- 
ner's.

Grant-Park Aviation Flold, Chicago.

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SUBSOILING BY MEANS OF DYNAMITE 

DEMONSTRATED TO ILLINOIS FARMERS 




Thb accompanying picture Bhowa a 
croup o£ farmers at tlio mfdsummer 
nilnols Farmers* Institute witnesBlng 
•a demonstration of aub-aolling by 
means of dynamite. An acre of land 
upon the south farm of the university 
of lllhiols was used for the purpose. 
Auger holes were made 40 Inches deep 
and about 15 feet apart. They wore 
then charged with dynamite, with 
'fuse attached coming to the surface. 
jVfter all the holes were thus pre- 
pared the fuses were lighted and 
vorj' shortly eruptions wore seen oc- 
curring all along the field. The pur- 
pose, as described by the men having 
charge of this demonstration, was to 
break up the hardpan and permit the 
moisture to come up from the sand 
stratum J below. 

At the cloHlng session of the In- 
stitute the following notable resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted and 
are among tJio most important passed 
In tho history of the Institute. 

"Whereas, tho element phosphorus 
1b bo absent In most of the soils of 
;the United Sfates as to limit the 
productive capacity of Uie land and,

taken from our mines Is exported an- 
nually from tho United States for 
■which we receive at the mines less 
than five million dollars, and, 

"Whereas, the phosphorus thus ex- 
ported would, appllen to our lands, 
make possible tho production of a 
billion bushels more wheat or corn 
than can otherwise ever ho produced 
from the same land, therefore be It 

"Resolved that through our senators 
and representatives wo petition the 
congress of the United States, In duty 
to ourselves and to our posterity, grad- 
ually to restrict, and within ton years 
to prohibit the exportation of phos- 
phate rock.

The five million horses, cattle and 
mules and tho four and one-half mil- 
lion sheep and swine In Illinois pro- 
duce at least sixty mlllloa tons of 
farm .manure annuallj*. An average 
ton of this manure contains about 
1,500 pounds of water and 500 pounds 
of dry matter from the solid and 
liquid excrements -of the animals and 
the straw, stalks and other refuse 
used as bedding. In this dry mat- 
ter, which la largely organic and dc- 
cayablo, are found ten pounds of 
nitrogen, two pounds of phosphorus 
and eight pounds of potassium. At 
market prices these are worth about 
%2, Tho value of farm manure In 
itho production of crops Is duo to the 
fact that It adds these amounts oi 
plant food elements and organic mat- 
ter to tho soil. The latter Improves 
tho tilth -and water-holding capacity 
of most soils and by Its decay In the 
BoU maltcs available the Insoluble 
minerals of tho soil. 

There Is little doubt that at least 
one-third and possibly one-half of this 
manure produced In the state Is lost 
to tho land tlirough Improper han- 
dling.. Losses In handling are due 
mainly to two causes — fermentation or 
rotting and leaching. As soon as pro- 
duced, If the weather Is so warm that 
milk sours quickly, fermentation sots 
In both In large and small piles. This 
1b more rapid In so-called "hot'' ma- 
nures, as those of horses and sheep, 
than In tho "cold" manures of cattle 
and swine, both because of tho lesser 
water content of the former, and be- 
cause of the presence in the latter of 
a mucouB secretion. In the "hot" ma- 
nures this may proceed bo, rapidly 
If they are not kept moist that fire 
fanglng results. In this fermentation 
considerable quantities of the nitro- 
gen, the most expensive of tho plant 
food elements, passes Into tho air In 
tho form of invisible (i^aseB— ammonia 
and atmospheric nitrogen. It Is Im- 
poBSible to avoid all loss In this way 
na Is shown by the odor of ammonia 
about the horse stable. 

An even greater loss occurs through 
fermentation In tho organic matter 
or total weight. A hundred tons of 
manure lying about In a yard or 
looBely piled may be reduced to sixty 
or even to forty tons In tho course of 
a few warm months. This fermonta" 
tlon l8 largely a process of slow com- 
bustion and 80 can bo controlled^by 
excluding tho air. This may he'ac- 
;oompll8hed by pjling compactly In 
Buch a manner that a minimum of 
surface. Ifl exposed and even covering 
"IVlth eight or tea Inchoe of soli U it 



"Whereas, agrlcultore la the basis 
of all Industrial prosperity and, 

"Whereas, the fertility of the soil 
is the basis of all. agriculture, there- 
fore, be It 

"Resolved, that we ask our senators 
and representatives In congress to 
secure the enactment of a law mak- 
ing appropriations to tho several 
states for the agricultural colleges 
established under tho provisions of an 
net approved July 2, 1SC2, said ap- 
propriations to be used for tho sup- 
port of well distributed fields or farms 
for demonstration of practical meth- 
ods of soil improvement and preser- 
vation In systems of permanent, pro- 
fitable agriculture and for the exten- 
sion among farmers and land owners

"Resolved, that the Initial appro- 
priations for the purposes should 
jimount to one mill por acre of farm 
land In the rcspectivo states as je- 
ported by the census, and that tho 
appropriations should bo increased 
annually by ono mill per acre until 
they amount to ten mills per acre 
of farm land In the respective states. 

"Resolved, ^that the board of trus- 
tees of the university are hereby re- 
quested to establish at llie university 
a course in farm economics and ac- 
counting. 

"Resolved, that we recommend tho 
passage of a law by the state rep- 
resentatives making mandatory the 
teaching of vocational subjects, In- 
cluding the elements of agrlculturo 
and household science,^ In tho, public 
schools cf the state. 

"Resolved, that the Illinois delega- 
tion to the national congress be re- 
quested to work and vote for tho 
passage of a bill establlBhlng a na- 
tional non-partisan tariff commis- 
sion." 



must remain during the warmer 
months. Stock running loose upon 
the manure under cover will keep It 
Buniclently moist and compacted so 
that active decomposition will bo 
practically avoided. Fermentation 
and decomposition are. the result of 
bacterial action for which a certain 
degree of moisture Is necessary, hence 
If the manure must be removed from 
tho stable dally, It should be hauled 
direct to the field and spread. Hero 
It soon dries out and decomposition 
Is checked. The sooner the manure 
can be plowed under the better, but 
there will be less loss from manure 
thus spread on meadow, pasture or 
stubble than when It Is allowed to 
lie In the yard. 

Fermentation, in addition to burn- 
ing up a large part of the organic 
matter and driving it out as carbon 
dioxid and water vapor, renders much 
of the remainder soluble and this, to- 
gether witu any originally soluble ma- 
terials, both organic matter and plant 
food materials, Is lost through leach- 
ing if the manure Is loft lying or piled 
in the yard exposed to the weather. 
Tho economy of protecting sheds or 
roofs is somewhat questionable under 
ordinary conditions. Any of tho above 
mentioned practices are preferable. 
That of piling and covering with earth 
is the least desirable, because of the 
extra labor Involved, though leaching 
can be practically avoided. Produced 
under cover with stock upon it there 
would be no opportimlty for leaching, 
while when spread In the level field 
any IpfichlngB go Into the soil where 
needed. 

The urine contains the larger part 
of the nitrogen and potassium, but 
practically no phosphorus, and the 
value of Its plant food content Is 
greater than that of the dung. Un- 
der our conditions, however. It Is 
doubtful If the use of cisterns la 
necessary and economical, as there 
is UBually BUfllcIent bedding at hand 
to absorb the urine. There Is an- 
other advantage In keeping the stock 
loose upon the accumulated manure 
In that this absorbs all of the urine. 

Manure should prdlnarlly never be 
handled but once. It should be loaded 
directly upon the spreader either from 
the accumulations In the deep stall 
or from tho stable. 

The value of manure' can be deter- 
mined from Its effect upon the yield, 
and this value is of moro practical Im- 
portance than la that obtained from 
its composition, 

Farm manure Is a most valuablo 
by-product of the farm and wnulca 
In ItB^ production and handling umsl 
ho avoided if tho highest productive 
power Is to be maintained. For use 
upon practically all Illinois soils ihe 
Value of all farm manure can be large- 
ly increased by fortifying with rock 
phosphato or steamed bono meal. 



San Francisco, Col. — The cattio 
king of tho country Is Henry Miller, 
who owns millions of acres In Cali- 
fornia. Nevada and Oregon. Most of 
this land is used for cattle and sheep 
ranges but about 30 per cent, Is culti- 
vated, the crops being used to fatten 
live stock. Cattle raising Is his busi- 
ness and he has made a tremendous 
BUccesB of^lt.and la worth ?20.000,OUO, 
He buys cattle and sheep and hogSp 
lean or fat, runs them on his own 
ranches, shipping them from ranch 
to ranch to utilize all the grass and. 
stubble, puts his own grain into them, 
and when they go to market'lhey al- 
ways moke a profit. He buys In tre- 
mendous quantities. He once ordered 
his head sheep foreman to buy all tho 
sheep for sale la Nevada at any rea- 
sonable price. Tho foreman bought 
all but 15,000 head, which were held 
at five dollars apiece, -which ho 
thought was too high. He reported 
to Mr. Miller In southern California, 
Without a pause Mr. Miller said 
"Take the next train to Nevada and 
buy them." ' 

PIIs ranches are models of neatness 
and order and thrifty 'management. 
Every one of them la under Mr. Mill- 
er's direct, ipersonal supervision and 
for forty years he has been traveling 
from ranch to ranch. Inspecting his 
property, directing the planting of 
crops and the movement of his herds, 
buying and selling. Each ranch Is 
managed by a foreman who has sub- 
foremen for tho farming and for the 
care of thd cattle and tho sheep. 
Over several ranches constituting a 
group Is a superintendent.

Despite his habit of close supervi- 
sion, he allows great freedom of ac- 
tion to bis most trusted higher em- 
ployes.

The cook at every ranch has orders 
to feed ©very person who stops there 
hungry— and to ask no questions. 
Anybody who reaches one of his 
ranches at night may stable and feed 
hlB horses, lodgo In the ranch house,* 
and eat with tho employes, without 
charge and without question. A man 
who needs meat may kill a sheep or a 
calf from Mr. Miller's herds, provided 
he uses the meat himself and docs 
not sell It Of course, these things 
are more than generosity; they are 
a protection against tho splto of 
tramps and the depredations of 
thieves; but they indicate a pretty 
broad-minded man, too. 

He has to make concessions to no* 
ccsslty In other ways; he is known by 
everybody and he has to travel thou- 
sands of miloB alone through a wild 
country. He is frequently heltl up 
and robbed In consequonco; but he 
novor attempts resistance nor reports 
such Incidents to tho ofUcers of the 
law. H he did. the next man who 
robbed him -n'ould probably kill him, 
80 he usually carries only a little 
money, and charges the robberies to 
profit and loss.
